“ I don’t think there’s any doubt the planes came from a 
carrier,*’ said Lieut.

STATE GETS TWO 
DEFENDANTS 


Philadelphia, Dec. 9 (AP)—The 


Office of Emergency Management 
announced today two multi-million 
dollar plants vrould be erected in 
Pennsylvania under defense plane 
corporation contracts. 


The Pennsylvania office4iere said 


that DPC, at the request of the 
War department, had authorized 
execution of a contract with Blaw- 
Knox Company, Union Steel cast- 
ings division, Pittsburgh, for the con- 
struction and equipping of a plant 
there ' to cost $1,740,200 for tank 
production. About $660,000 would be 
used for land and buildings, the rest 
for machinery and equipment. Blaw- 
Knox would operate it under a five- 
year contract with the title 
mauling with DPC. 


At the Navy department's instance, 


DPC has authorized execution of a 
$10,430,288 contract for a plant at 
Erie, Pa., for production of Navy 
equipment by General Electric Com- 
pany, About $2,446,040 would be used 
for the land and buildings. It too 
would be operated under a five-year 
contract with the title remaining 
with DPC

England Will Not 


Use "Poison Gas" 


London, Dec. 9 (AP)—Biilain has 


informed Japan 
she win abide 


strictly by the terms of the poison 
gas protocol of the 1925 Geneva 
convention and has asked Japan's 
assurances that she intends to do 
the same, it was disclosed authori- 
tatively today. 
, British sources said similar mes- 
sages also had been sent to the 
governments of Finland, Hungary 
and Rumania through neutral rep- 
resentatives. 


The Washington conference of 


1922, in which Japan as well as 
Britain, the United States and sev- 
eral other powers participated, pro- 
vided in a treaty for abolition of 
poison gas in warfare. The Geneva 
protocol of July 17, 1925, further ex- 
tended the prohibition to all "bac- 
tfiTOlogical methods of warfare." 


The prohibition against poisonous 


substances first was embodied in in- 
ternational law in the Hague con- 
vention of 1907.

WAR BUDGET MAY 
BE 50 MILLIONS 


Washington, Dec. 9 (AP)—Budget 


Director Harold D. Smith today 
called in ranking Army and Navy 
officers to prepare the war budget, 
and the supply priorities and alloca- 
tions board demanded a "victory 
program" which probably will double 
the nation's armament production. 


Smith made no estimate of the 


pi-ojected expenditure, but in othei 
quarters estimates ranged from $35,- 
000,000,000 to $50,000,000,000. 


It seemed generally agreed that 


the budget for-the first year of the 


war wiu approximately double 


the peak spending of $18522,000,000 
in tiie last year of the first World 
war.

Defense spending had reaehed $1,- 


500,000,000 a month on the eve of 
the Japanese attack. By means of 
24-hour production in vital muni- 
tions plants, the government hoped 
to boost this pace to 2,000,000,000 
a month before summer and to $3,- 
000,000,000 a month eventually. 


MUST REDUCE 
TOLLBRIDGE 


CHARGES, PUC 


Harrisburg, Dec. 9 (AP) — The 


Public Utility Commission today or- 
dered the Sunbury Bridge Company 
to cut its Income from a ten-cent 
toll span over the Susquehanna 
river by one-tenth, to $71,300 a 
year, and suggested a nickel rate 
'or commuters. 


The commission asked the com- 


pany to file new tariffs within 15 
days, to become effective January 3, 
but made no specific -toll rate man- 
datory. It pointed out that at Clarks 
Perry, next toll bridge below Sun- 
bury on the Susquehanna, a rate 
of five tickets for ten cents is-availa- 
ble, and at Jfce two Harrisburg 
bridges "a rate of 2*A cents may "be 
obtained if 40 tickets are purchased 
for *1." 


Increase Traffic 


"Based upon experience at Clarks 


Perry and Harrisburg. of which we 
take cognizance, snch a reduced cash 
outlay and a reduced toll per" cross- 
ing ,can reasonably be expected to 
produce increased traffic across the 
bridge. Also, the effect of- existing 
competition from the toll free bridge 
at Northumberland would be di- 
minished. Consideration should also 
be given to rate adjitetments for 
other types of traffic.

nation's oil Industry prepared today 
to meet "any emergency" after 60 
oil leaders heard Petroleum Co- 
ordinator Harold Ickes demand anl 
increase in production "faster than' 
any man here thought it could be 
produced." 


The petroleum executives, repre- 


senting every major producing field 
in the United States, organized a 
council for national defense under 
the leadership of W. R. Boyd, Jr., 
president of the American Petroleum 
Institute, and immediately began 
consideration of problems created 
by Japan's attack on the U. S.
